From the dark tobacco districts we 
learn of quite a (hange In tempera- 
ture within the paat week- from 
freezing cold to mild spring weather, 
says the Western Tobacco Journal 
This has led to considerable strip- 
ping, and will likely |pad to a large 
quantity of tobacco changing hand* 
during the next ten daya. 

From Owensboro we hear of con- 
tinued active buying on the part of 
the Imperial Tobacco company, while 
the American Tobacco company and 
Otillnher nave not been doing so 
much of late. It Is estimated the Ini 
perlal company has bought about a 
million pounds up to the close of last 
week, and all of the best crops, and. 
as near as ran be ascertained, at 7. 7 
and 2 cents and 7'', and 2 cpnts All 
purchases made so far ware crops 
not controlled by the Society of Rqul 
ty farmers organisation, who are 
holding their crops at I cents round 
Farmers who have sold are said to be 
well satisfied with price*, a* thev 
know the crop is by no means cele- 
brated for extra fine quality or good 
color. We hear of no buying on the 
part of denlers and exporters, gener- 
ally, so far In the country. At auc- 
tion a few loads were sold this wepk. 
nearly all of which were opmmnn to- 
bacco, at about 4, 3 and 2 cents, the 
principal buyer being Mr Cook, for 
redrylng. 

From Henderson we learn that In 
the country buying has been more ac- 
tive. If not excited, than at any other 
point this season, with heavy buying 
by the Imperial and Gallaher compa- 
nies, they being the only buyers In 
the market. It I* understood that the 
former bought about 600,000 pounds 
and the latter about 300. ono, with 
both in the field. 

The bulk of the buying has been 
for good crops. The highest paid Is 
reported aa 6*4 cents around by Mr. 
I. O. Gist for the Imperial Tobacco 
company. 

From Madlsonvllle our correspond 
cut hears of some ver> active buv 
ing In ihe Nebo un-1 Munltou dlstrl.is 
of good crops at 6 % to 0 cents 
around, mainly for the Imperial To- 
bacco company, for delivery at Nebo. 
and also of their Slaughleravllle buy 
er purchasing freely last week In the 
country north of Madlsonvllle and 
Hanson, having, It Is stuted, bought 
about 200,000 pounds at 5 V* to ft 
cent* around, for delivery at Slaugh 
teravllle. and all good crops.
